LONDON, April 13.—Big formations of American bombers ‘with Allied escort from 
both the United Kingdom and Italy struck at Nazi aircraft factories along a 400-mile front 
through Schweinfurt, Augsburg, in south Germany, to Hungary today while R.A.F., Dom- 
inion and U.S. forces made shattering attacks on the French invasion coast. A destructive 
pincers was clamped on fountainheads of the Luftwaffe as the great Allied air offensive 
went into its sixth day. Last night R.A.F. Mosquitoes maintained the pace with raids on 
the German junctions of Osnabruck and Budapest.

Lord Lonsdale, a fine all-round 
athlete in his earlier days, was one 
of the country’s greatest authori- 
ties on bloodstock and the St, 
Leger was among the many sind 
races won by his horses. 

He came near to being a tradi- 
tional John Bull figure and clung 
to old-world British customs. He 
and his guests drove to famous 
race meetings in old-time coaches 
with outriders, 
| The affection in which the mass- 
}es held him was illustrated some 
|years ago when two pickpockets 
stole his gold watch. When the 
crooks learned who the owner of 
the watch was, they immediately 
returned it. 

Years afterwards, 
the crooks, wanting to earn an 
honest living, appealed to Lord 
Lonsdale for help, the earl sent 
ra 50 pounds to start as a bar- 
er, 


VISITED YUKON 

Born Hugh Cecil Lowther, Lord 
Lonsdale was an adventurous trav- 
eller, and after his marriage in 
1878 to Lady Grace Cecilie Gordon, 
daughter of the 10th Marquis of 
Huntly, he took his bride on an 
extended tour of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, Later he went to the Cana- 
dian northwest.

Beautification and Housing 


The War Services Council has passed a 
further and stronger resolution urging im- 
mediate civic action on the projected Mac- 
donald hotel park. It is asking the active 
support of its more than a hundred af- 
filiated organizations in a general cam- 
paign of beautification as a gift to Ed- 
monton servicemen who will return to this 
city and as a memorial to those who will 
not return. 

It is significant that the same meeting 
which passed this resolution also set up a 
committee to study the housing situation 
as it pertains to returned men and women 
and to facilitate in every possible way the 
building of reasonably priced homes here. 

For while each campaign is a major 
campaign in its own right and of inestim- 
able and urgent importance to every Eqd- 
monton citizen, there is a factual link be- 
tween the two. 

The history of growing Canadian cities 
shows beyond doubt that whenever and 
wherever there is a successful campaign of 
civie beautification there always follows 
immediately an increased activity in home 
building. 

Speculative builders, for instance, are 
much more eager to invest money in a com- 
munity that evinces a little self-respect 
than in a community that is backward and 
reactionary in such matters. 

Speculative builders, in a community 
willing to beautify itself, are sure of an 
adequate return on their money because 
civic pride is a city’s most valuable asset. 

Immediate action on the Macdonald 
hotel project will not only initiate a beau- 
tification campaign, but will give real im- 
petus to the campaign for better housing.

Good News for Listeners 


Operation of the University radio sta- 
tion, CKUA, is being transferred to the 
Alberta Government Telephones. The sta- 
tion is owned by the Government but has 
been operated by the University, the prov- 
ince providing the funds, Programs have 
been broadcast during limited periods of 
the day only, because the Broadcasting 
Corporation refused to grant the station 
a commercial license and thereby prevent- 
ed it obtaining revenue to meet the cost of 
a more extended service. This refusal was 
indefensible and the conditions demand- 
ed unwarranted, 

The Government of Manitoba operates 
two radio stations, at Winnipeg and at 
Brandon. These hold commercial licenses 
and are thus able to provide varied and 
much appreciated programs of general in- 
terest over many hours of the day. It is 
to be supposed therefore that a commer- 
cial license will be granted for CKUA un- 
der the new auspices. That is sincerely to 
be hoped. The outstanding success made 
by the Manitoba Government in the opera- 
tion of its stations can be duplicated by the 
Alberta Government and the standard of 
broadcasting in Alberta greatly improved, 
to the benefit of the listening public.

Make It Plain 


A Turkish newspaper took in a good 
deal of territory when it said there is ‘‘no 
reason” why Turkey should not go on sell- 
ing chrome to Germany. There are a con- 
siderable number of “reasons’’; one being 
the Red army that is rolling down through 
Romania toward the Dardanelles, and an- 
other the British army that is camped at 
Turkey’s back door. It is not at all likely 
that the Turkish authorities are unmind- 
ful of the reality and the potency of these 
reasons. 

The “no reason” argument was publish- 
ed by permission of the all-powerful censor 
who edits all Turkish newspapers. It was 
thus thrown out under official auspices, 
to find out whether or not the Allies really 
mean what Mr. Cordell Hull said about pre- 
venting neutral states “aiding the enemy”. 
The challenge being prompt and direct, 
there should be no delay and no am- 
biguity in the reply. Turkey should be told 
in set terms that it must stop supplying 
Germany with chrome or be treated as an 
enemy State. 

That is due on their own account to the 
double-dealing shysters at Ankara who 
have been playing both ends against the 
middle right through the war. It is due 
also for the edification of other allegedly 
neutral countries which have been enrich- 
ing themselves by shipping supplies to Ger- 
many, at the cost of the lives of Allied sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen, It is time these 
traffickers in blood and treachery were told 
that the game is over, and that they must 
make their choice between playing fair 
or taking the consequences, 

When the right of nations to exist and 
to govern themselves is at stake, a claim 
to neutrality gives no country a right to 
help the enemies of freedom, The Allies 
have not asked the “neutrals” to fight. 
They have asked them to stop putting 
weapons in the hands of the Nazis, Since 
Turkey wants to know, the request should 
be translated into a demand, for the gen- 
eral benefit of all the profiteering states,

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Victor Emmanuel may therefore be taken 
as a move thought likely to secure the 
widest possible measure of Italian support 
in defeating the Nazi and Fascist forces. 
That is the important matter for the time, 
and the only matter the Allies need to be 
concerned about. 

When Italy is again free of Hitler inter- 
ference it will be the business of the Italien 
people what form of government they are 
to have and who is to be king, if they 
elect to have a king. Meanwhile the Allics’ 
sole interest in Italian politics is to bring 
as many Italians as possible into the fight 
to re-establish the independence of the 
country. That fight belongs, first and fore- 
most, to the people of Italy themselves. 
If the retirement of Victor Emmanuel will 
help to consolidate them on the side of na- 
tional freedom nothing will so become that 
weakling monarch as his going.

man the seed is like a child’s toy 
which, placed in the ground, sud- 
denly goes off like a jack-in-the- 
box, providing him with flowers 
or radishes about which he can 
boast to his friends.

Life is mysterious enough in 
animate things, in animals and in 
growing vegetables, but at least 
they have the appearance, quality 
and movement of life.

Also, in his speeches, Mr. Willkie 
has given a confused impression, 
Verbally persuasive in his criti- 
cisms, their content seemed to 
evaporate upon analysis. It some- 
times seemed—incorrectly—that he 
was more solicitous for our allies 
than for the United States. 

Now, all countries become more 
nationalist, not less, during a war, 
This is one of the unfortunate ac- 
companiments of war, which often 
ithreatens future peace. Mr. Willkie 
knows this, and it concerns him, 
but in emphasizing international- 
ism, it is not wise to sponsor a 
sort of chauvinist altruism, but 
rather to advance the sound com- 
mon sense, reasons why vigorous 
participation in world affairs is to 
our interests. Mr. Willkie occasion- 
ally seemed willing to subordinate 
our own welfare to other countries 
—as when he called for a second 
front in 1942, which would mani- 
festly have been disastrous then. 


* * * 


The Republican party is in thor 
ough need of liberalization. But 
there are numerous forces within 
it, working for that end, in a 
| quiet way. Whether or not they win 
out they are rather more likely to 
do so by plodding inside work, 
than by outside fireworks. 

Also, developing public opinion 
will influence policies. Curiously 
enough, I believe that most Amer- 
icans are for what Mr. Willkie is 
| for, though not exactly in Mr, Will- 
kie’s way. In this he suffers from 
the same reactions which have af- 
flicted the career of the president. 
The new deal would have been 
more popular if its means had been 
less calculated to get in people's 
hair. 

So now, though the Republicans 
have broken their most liberal can- 
didate, it does not necessarily fol- 
low that they will shelve his ideas. 
He has been a way-opener and a 
fighter willing to sacrifice himself 
for his cause.. Unfortunately, ways 
openers usually do pay by per- 
sonal sacrifice. Their cause may 
win, while they lose.

(CP)—Somewhere behind the lines in Italy a surprised Ger- 
man is still wondering where the hands came from that lifted 
him from a slit trench and started him on his way to a pris-

And it was 
Heppeli’s hands which reached 
over and back of the slit trench 
and hauled out the startled sentry.

| players, including two goaltenders, to be filed with the C.A 


H.A. before Jan. 25 of the playing season by all clubs| 
|intending to participate in Allan and Memorial Cup play-| 


| downs. 
A rider to that amendment stated 
that no military replacements 


will be allowed except for players 
registered on that list. A club is 
allowed to have 18 players regis- 
tered during a season. It also 
added that on that list must be 
the names of players who have 
participated in at least 
scheduled games of an affiliated 
league in its branch. 

Discussion was brought up con- 
cerning the department of national 


defence ruling in regard to men in! 


services playing with C.A.H.A. affil- 
iated teams.

The ruling concerned the rein- 
statement of professional players 
reverting to junior ranks, It 
jagreed that any professional rein- 
stated after Nov. 15 of any year

Development of one part of the 
body may not take place exactly 
at the same time as development 
of some other. However, devel- 
opment goes forward from the 
day the child is born, and parents 
should know that to fail to keep 
pace with this development is to 
make for problems. 

As the child grows his habits 
change in conformity to that 
growth. He can act and do differ- 


most of the time. He can use his 
hands more ably when he sits in a 
high chair than when he was fed} 
on his mother’s lap. 

This means that when he can 
manage more ably, because of his 
development, he should have the 
opportunity to do so. To keep him 
at a level of feeding performance 
which was typical of his infancy is 
to inhibit his progress in other 
fields of endeavor. 

To be more specific. Here is a 
child of 20 months who has sudden- 
ly become oppressively demanding 
of the parent. “My aunt and moth- 
er practically reared her,” Mrs. A. 
L. explains, “and yet the last two} 
or three months she has become so 
devoted to me that I can’t leave her 
with anyone. If I could leave her 
with my mother she would feed her 
and put her to bed as well as I 
could. But when I go away the 
child cries until I return, 

“I have lost 10 pounds she is 
making such a nervous wreck of 
me. My husband is going to the 
war and I will have to work. She 
has a good diet but is still taking a} 
bottle at bedtime. I can’t break 
her of it.” 

Obviously, she has you all under 
her thumb. You can end the bot- 
tle habit by improving her diet all 
through the day. And then, by put-| 
ting most of her milk in a cup to 
drink and giving only part of it by 
bottle you may decrease even this 
amount quickly until there is no 
more milk to be served by bottle. 

Trivial as this habit is, it is tied 
to her whole development. She'll! 
be more of a girl and less of a baby | 
when all her feeding habits are re-| 
lated to her capacities. 

As for you, | would make ex- 
cuses to leave her with your 
mother for 15 minutes, letting her 
fuss. When you come back in 
the room ignore her. Don’t let 
her think her crying brought you 
back. Increase the time of your 
absence and your inattention to 
her behavior, until she is sure | 
that inevitably you will be back, 
and so will not fuss when you are 
gone. Then you can go for any 
length of time.
